The Blair bill granted divisible pensions, 
according to disability, ranging from $24 
per m onth down to $¡1 to invalid soldiers 
and sailors of tbe United States in the war, 
who are dependent upon their daily labor 
for support. The bill agreed upon by the 
House Committee provides for a uniform 
pension of $12 per m onth for all soldiers 
and sailors absolutely disabled and unable 
to m aintain themselves, and does not 
recognize distinctions in rank.

CALLING A HALT. 
There is going up in many quarters a 
howl against the Supreme Court of the 
State. We can denominate it no more re­ 
spectfully than that. It is based upon 
radical dissent from an interpretation of the 
law of water rights by the majority of the 
Court. We should lie recreant to duty 
and self-respect if we did not enter a pro­ 
test against the folly and madness of these 
insane declarations and demands for the 
removal of the Judges. The Supreme 
Court is not above criticism. It is amen­ 
able t* the closest scrutiny, and the doc­ 
trines it advances maybe combatted, and 
all that, hut all discussion of a decision 
of a Court of the land ought to pro­ 
ceed upon the plane of the subject itself. 
If decisions,are narrow and lack breadth 
of view, it is the right thing to say so, and 
lioldly. But this people cannot do them­ 
selves greater injury than to encourage 
the idea that Courts are constituted to 
make specific decisions; to decide matters 
of law as the majority or the dominant 
party may direct. Yet this is precisely 
what many, in their hot haste, are doing. 
They are demanding the clearance of the 
present bench because, to use the exact 
language of many journalistic advocates 
“ the Court, as now constituted, is an ob­ 
struction to the pixigress of the State.” 
This verbiage we find in a number of 
papers, and it has a strangely uniform 
character, as if it ¡lowed from the same 
source in each ease. Now, we submit to 
the thoughtful men of the day that such a 
course’ is the equivalent of madness. If 
we art- to give out the impression that we 
elect udges who decide to suit our pre­ 
conceived notions, we had Ix’tter abandon 
the judiciaiy system altogether. The lan­ 
guage quoted implies just this: “Judges 
must I ’ chosen who are first pledged to 
decide the irrigation issues in a particular 
way. 
of course no self-respecting citi­ 
zen would trust a candidate for a Judge­ 
ship out of sight with his ash bucket who 
would s disgrace himself as to express in 
advance what his decisions would be on 
particular issues if elected. The rule of 
the <iy: mite Anarchists would he safer, 
belt. r :;:ul altogether more desirable than 
t -fate of society as would permit the 
ion of the judiciary according to 
t code. We must demand that respect 
own the Courts, for in so doing 
we simply command respect for the 
system of government under which we 
live, aud under which all our rights are 
held sa red. However much wc may dis- 
xith the Courts, aud hold their de- 
;o be error, to fail in the essential 
i:ig beyond the laws to the purpose 
law, it is the duty of good citizens 
to their decisions. We have the 
iking (»ower in our hands, and can 
adjust the law system to suit our needs, 
and t l . avoid whatever effect may result 
f r o tl. interpretation of the law as it is 
by the judicial branch of the Government. 
Indeed, in the late decision on water 
rights, the Supreme Court gives it to lie 
unders.ivxl that for whatever need there 
in the Legislature is the. proper body to 
supply i:. Now in saving all this, we 
mtiít he distinctly understood as in nowise 
disco--ing the irrigation issue. We are 
considering now neither the rights nor the 
wrongs of appropriators or riparianists, 
neither the narrowness nor the breadth of 
the 
recent 
decision, nor are we 
debating the important and all-engrossing 
subject of irrigation, and the needs of Cali­ 
fornia in that resjieet, nor the methods of 
attaining the desired ends to promote the 
high -i state of soil cultivation. Wc 
are i nshlering simply and otily the in­ 
temperate denunciations showered upon 
the Sopreme Court, because it has con­ 
strued the law as it deems its duty to lie. 
\\ e repeat, that it is a had thing to do, a 
most unwise policy to pursue to shout 
“ dov.u with the Judges we have made,” 
the moment a decision adverse to our views 
is given. If the laws are inadequate to 
the net .1- if irrigation, let us amend them, 
or prov:.]e lawful means of attaining the 
ends we >eek ; hut in the name of the in­ 
stitutions of the republic, let this tnon- 
stron- ¡Jen that Judges are to he terror­ 
ized, It abandoned aud at once ; when 
they are corrupt, they can he charged and 
removed: until then their rulings are those 
of the people themselves. 
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workers are few, in the beginning at least. 
It appears to be a law of human activity 
that relorms shall engage in their incip- 
iencv only the few; the masses of men 
and women are too closely wedded to the 
daily duty to sacrifice for an idea, or give 
time to the active work of 
re- _ 
form. The few work out the details, ! 
liehiud which are all earnest laborers. 
Without this personal vigor and unselfish­ 
ness and sacrifice and persistence, there 
would he slow growth in any reform. It is 
the sturdy, indomitable perseverance, 
liorn of conviction and animating the 
pioneers in reform enterprises, that pushes 
them on to triumphs. In view of what we 
may call this universal law, there is every­ 
thing to encourage the few men and 
women who uphold the hands of reform 
movements. All great reforms must move 
in advance of the march of the mass of 
mankind, and they must he sustained 
always by the uniformly small band that 
believes in and adheres to them. Presently 
the wave of public sentiment reaches 
them, and then it is “ easy sailing,” and 
the progressive movement rides on the 
crest of [lopular support, and before the 
favoring breeze of popular approval. The 
few earnest men who think they owe some­ 
thing to posterity, and are laboring dili­ 
gently and unselfishly to forward prison 
reform in California, have the history of 
all progress to encourage them. What 
they are now struggling to drag into public 
view, will presently blaze, out as public 
conviction, and they will have the satis­ 
faction of seeing that ride buoyantly upon 
the tide of the public verdict, that now at 
times appears to them a sinking ship. 
The San Francisco Bulletin very suc­ 
cinctly reviews the story of Republican 
discontent and rivalry in San Francisco. 
It contents itself with the statement of 
general facts ; perhaps it is well that no 
analysis of the underlying schemes and 
plots of the contending boss factions be 
attempted just now. It is enough to know 
that there has been internecine tribulation 
that rent the party in twain : that is, so 
far as boss followings were concerned. As 
to how badly this conflict has affected the 
masses of the party no one knows. We 
very much fear that the masses know very 
little about it and care less. If only they 
knew more of the inside workings and 
cared a good deal more, there would he 
greater hope for “ the party of intelli­ 
gence.” But the Bulletin recites that the 
State Central Committee having named 
Decemvirs to hold the boss factions apart 
while the tile of the party makes an effort 
to express itself, the question arises. Will 
they do it ? Will the file come out and 
vote at the primary, or will it permit it to 
lie captured by the more active boss of the 
two and the heavier sack ? The Republi­ 
cans of San Francisco arc to have a day­ 
light primary; the polls are to he presided 
over hv honest men ; neither boss faction 
is to have charge. Ho far as fair dealing 
can he secured at any election the party 
is to have a “ fair deal” this time. If 
now the mass of the voters of the party do 
not prepare pure tickets, if they 
fail to attend the primary polls, and either 
boss captures the vote cast, there will be 
no one to blame hut the respectable, non­ 
wire-pulling anti-boss men of the party. 
If either faction wins, we may expect the 
war to break out with renewed force and 
the Democracy to profit therebv. So, 
after all, it resolves itself into the old 
truism, party purity is the result of the 
personal activity of partv men, and party 
corruption, boss rule, the whip and gag, 
are products of the apathy of the file of 
the political organization. 


A Ouestion at Issue Between the A . nail 
F. and Southern Pacific. 
fS. F. Bulletin, June 8th.] 
A Committee of Arbitration will meet in 
Chicago to-morrow, to consider points at 
issue arising under the traffic agreement 
which was entered into by the Southern 
Pacific Company and the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, at the time the 
latter secured the right to t un trains over 
the tracks of the Southern Pacific line to 
this city, it was agreed that should any 
controversy arise that it should be sub­ 
mitted to a Committee of Arbitration. 
Colonel Crocker said this forenoon that the 
meeting in Chicago had no significance in 
connection with the Transcontinental As­ 
sociation, and referred only to the question 
at issue between the Atlantic and Pacific 
and the Southern Pacific Companies. 
The extension of the Mexican Intel na­ 
tional Railroad to some point on the Mex­ 
ican Central road is talked of at the offices 
of the Southern Pacific Company as a 
future possibility. The right to build is 
secured, and when the time comes the 
road-building will he easy, as the road will 
run ovei a Hat country. The extension 
would be about one hundred and fifty 
miles long. It is thought by officials of the 
Southern Pacific road that the advantages 
of this line, which would shorten the dis­ 
tance to Eastern and Southern points, 
would bring it a large share of business. 


T iie debate before the Penological Com­ 
mission yesterday at the Capitol, on the 
question of convict labor, developed the 
fact anew that it is a very broad question, 
much involved and exceedingly difficult of 
solution. The Federated Trades repre­ 
sentatives had perfectly clear views on the 
subject. They want no labor done in 
prison that in any way competes with 
free labor, because just to that extent the 
latter is unduly taxed aud placed at a dis­ 
advantage, against which it cannot rally. 
More than this, they want no convicts 
taught trades, they claiming that the 
State's duty is done when it secures, houses 
and keeps in fair physical health the 
State prisoners. To all questions con­ 
cerning the need of some labor to the 
prisoners' welfare and reformation, the 
delegates replied: “ Reform prisoners as 
best you can, hut their labor must be un­ 
productive, so far as it relates to all the 
products of free labor in this State.” All 
others who gave expression to their views 
were solicitous that the prisoners should 
he employed, believed the product of sueli 
lalwr should not lie thrown into competi­ 
tion with the product of free labor, but 
were at sea upon the question of methods 
to the accomplishment of this end. It 
was very evidently a question which di­ 
vided the mind of each hearer against 
itself, 'let there were men hold enough 
to declare that idleness could not be toler 
ated in prison, and that reform being the 
purpose of imprisonment, that the crim­ 
inal mav not be turned anew against soci­ 
ety on discharge, labor in prison must he 
productive to he reformatory. 
We venture to sa.v that no one who at­ 
tended the Penological Convention yes­ 
terday and last night regrets the time 
given. The subjects to be considered this 
morning arc of deeper social interest, 
touching as they do the question how to 
prevent the neophytes in crime from lie- 
coming hardened criminals, and how liest 
to work the reform of convicts. The at­ 
tendance should lie much better to-day, 
and the Commissioners ought to receive 
the eneourgement of the presence of rep­ 
resentative citizens, from the trades, busi­ 
ness and professions of Sacramento. That 
the attendance yesterday was light is much 
to be regretted, and does not testify to that 
deep interest that taxpayers are supposed 
to take in matters vitally affecting them 
and theirs, to sav nothing of the appeal 
such conferences make to the humane seuti- 
ment.

The Colony System . 
Fresno county owes much of its (prosper­ 
ity to its colony system—or the subdivision 
ot large bodies of land into ten and twenty- 
acre tracts. When it was first proposed 
the scheme was looked at derisively by old 
settlers, and by the farmers of the State 
generally. These people used to predict 
that anyone who attempted to make a 
living on twenty acres of land would starve 
to death. “Why,” they said, ’’here we 
have been farming a quarter section of 
land, our neighbors from that amount up 
to a section, and we have barely made a 
living, and yet you propose to settle a man 
and family down on a twenty-acre tract! 
It is madness.” 
In spite of these malevolent predictions, 
however, the colony lots were sold off to 
people, who, as a rule, had nothing but 
willing hands and a determination to win, 
as their capital. These people went to work 
in a small way. The cultivation of irri­ 
gated land was new to them, and they 
made many failures, but they persevered. 
Tbpy had determined to succeed, and they 
ultimately did. These little farms planted 
in fruit trees, vines aud alfalfa, in a short 
time yielded them a handsome response, 
and success, instead of failure, as predicted, 
has been their reward. They have made 
money, and put away some of it for a rainy 
day ; their property has enhanced in value, 
and they have now comfortable homes, en­ 
vironed with trees and vines.—Expositor.

Jerry Leary pleaded guilty of a plain 
drunk, but was discharged on promise of 
future good behavior 
The case of M. C. 
Willey, f or disturbing the peace of his wife, 
from whom he has separated, was set for 
trial today 
Mrs. Anderson was con­ 
victed of disturbing the peace of Mr. Royal, 
on Jibboom street, and will be sentenced 
to-day. .Ah Cock, alias •‘Butch,” was 
convicted of misdemeanor in discharging a 
pistol while enjoying a spree in an exuber­ 
ant manner, and will also get his sentence 
this morning 
Ignacia Hamondi. for dis­ 
turbing the peace of Manuel Dubois, was 
lined$é ..A jury was impaneled for the 
trial of 11. A. Caulfield for disturbing the 
peace of Judge MeKune. 
The trial pro­ 
ceeded in the afternoon, and resulted in a 
verdict of guilty. Sentence was postponed 
until Saturday. 
H oard of Supervisors. 
The Board of Supervisors met yesterday, 
all the members being present. The min­ 
utes were read and approved. 
Thomas Colburn appeared before the 
Board and made a statement relative to 
the spread of the cottony cushion scale, 
and black and red spider fruit pests, in this 
city and county, and desired to be ap­ 
pointed on salary to look after the matter. 
The Board took the subject under consid­ 
eration. 
The bill of J. T. Griffitts, County As­ 
sessor. in the sum of $1,600, was allowed. 
The officers of a recent election held on 
Grand Island, at which was submitted the 
proposition to levy a tax of $150 for the 
purpose of building a school-house in that 
district, reported that the majority of votes 
had been cast in the affirmative. Referred 
to the county Superintendent of Schools. 
Mr. Bates gave notice that he would at 
the next session of the Board, at 10 a. m., 
move to reconsider the vote taken June 
7th, whereby J. K. Blanchard and Miss 
McCormick were elected members of the 
County Board of Education for two vears. 
B rought io th e H ospita1. 
Gus Dorsey (brother of C. A. Dorsey, of 
this city) fireman of the engine that jumped 
into the Humboldt river near Palisade 
Sunday night, as mentioned in our dis­ 
patches of yesterday, and Dan Regan, the 
brakeman of the train, were brought to the 
city on the express train last evening and 
taken to the Railroad Hospital. Dorsey’s 
left arm is broken midway between the el­ 
bow and shoulder, and" Regan's leg is 
so badly bruised that he will be laid up for 
a long time.

half a dozen cars on top of her. Conductor 
Her wick rescued Dorsey and Regan, and in 
!Tis efforts to get engineer Smith out of the 
river he lost his own life, as heretofore 
published. 
Surrendered Them selves. 
S. AV. Austin and Eugene Avery, learn­ 
ing that warrants had been sworn out for 
their arrest by Maggie J. Hill, came up 
from San Francisco last evening and sur­ 
rendered themselves. Meanwhile bonds 
had been given for them in the sum of $500 
each by V, illiatn Avery and Grove L. John­ 
son, providing for their appearance in Court 
on the 17th inst., to which time the cases 
will probably be continued, to give Anstm 
an opportunity to graduate at the State 
University. Sheriff Wilson went below 
yesterday morning to serve the warrants 
upon the defendants, and saw Austin, who 
told him that he would come up immedi­ 
ately. The Sheriff did not meet Avery, did 
not know he was coming, and remained in 
San Francisco to find him. A dispatch was 
sent him last evening explaining matters. 
Mektino or tiik Bar —A meeting of 
the Sacramento Bar was held in the Court­ 
room of Department One at the Court­ 
house yesterday, to take action relative to 
the death of Judge Stephen P. Scaniker. 
Judge J. W. Armstrong acted as Chair­ 
man, and J. J. West as Secretary.

In accordance with a circular sent out 
by the Governor some days ago, a number 
of citizens met the Penological Commission 
at the State Capitol yesterday to make 
suggestions which, in their judgment, 
would aid in the improvement of prison 
management in this State, or which, if 
enacted into laws, would aid deserving dis­ 
charged prisoners, or tend toward the more 
effective prevention of crime. Commis­ 
sioners Boggs, Hendricks, Devlin and Sonn- 
tag were present, as were also the Governor 
and other State officials, managers of the 
prisons and citizens interested in this 
humanitarian work. The afternoon and 
evening were occupied in discussing the 
question of convict labor. The meeting at 
11 o’clock last night adjourned to 10 a. m. 
to-day, when other important questions 
will be taken up and considered. The 
question is one of great interest, one that is 
attracting attention of the best minds in 
the nation and one that cannot fail to in­ 
terest all who avail themselves of the op­ 
portunity of hearing the discussion, and, if 
they so desire, participating therein. 
At the opening of the meeting letters ot 
regrets at their not being able to be present, 
coupled with their suggestions upon the 
subject, were read from E. R. Hlghton, 
Arnop Bainbridge. Edward T. Dooley and 
Captain Hinman. 
On motion of Commissioner Sonntag, 
“ Convict Contract Labor " was taken up 
and discussed. 
Senator Johnston, of Sacramento, was in 
tavor of labor for the prisoner of some 
kind that would result to the benefit of the 
laboring classes who support them. They 
should pay in some way for their support. 
Their labor should be considered necessary 
in a double sense : as a punishment and as 
a return for the expense incurred in their 
maintenance. It would deter others from 
following their example. Did not think 
enforced idleness would work a reforma­ 
tion in any case. He was also in favor of 
that kind of labor that would come the 
least in contact with free labor. 
Senator Routier was not in favor of any 
convict labor that would come in contact 
with free labor. He believed in giving the 
convicts trades if possible. He thought in­ 
stead ot the Folsom prisoners producing 
materia! that would enter the markets in 
competition with that produced by free 
labor, they should be put to work erecting 
a 20-foot stone wall around the 850 acres of 
prison ground, something that would lake 
them twenty-five years to accomplish. 
Macadamize the public highway from Fol­ 
som to Sacramento, and clear out the bed 
of the American so as to make the lattei a 
navigable stream to Folsom. This would 
furnish employment that would result in 
great good to the State, and not interfere 
with that which belongs to the free laborer. 
Peter Roberts, of San Francisco, repre­ 
senting the Federated Trades, indorsed the 
sentiments of Mr. Routier. He was op­ 
posed to prison labor of any character that 
produced articles for sale on the public 
market. He said the proposition was 
clean cut. It is, Shall the prisons com­ 
pete with free trade or not'.’ He said there 
was no feeling as to the Commissioners, 
but the Federated Trades blame them 
for what they term continued violations of 
the law. We claim that the present mode 
of operating ti e prisons should cease at 
once. It is wrong, and in no sense eco­ 
nomical. It depresses the wages of labor 
and does not compensate the State. He 
did not think the jute works interfered 
with free labor, but all other prison labor 
does. He proposed that the prisoners 
should be maintained in idleness and 
drilled daily—marched up and down the 
hill for exercise—rather than work against 
the labor of free men. 
Several other speeches were made on 
both sides of the question. 
EVKNINO SESSION. 
Mr. Hendricks read a report to the Peno­ 
logical Commission, at the evening session, 
upon the subject under consideration, and 
stated that in his recent trip to the East he 
visited a great number of prisons. 
The entire subject of crime and its treat­ 
ment seems to be naturally divisible in 
its consideration, under three general 
heads: First. Preventive — Saving from 
Incarceration. Second. Incarceration—dur­ 
ing Confinement. Third. After Stage. Car­ 
ing for ex-convicts. 
We are devoting ourselves exclusively to 
the incarceration branch, entirely neglect­ 
ing others of perhaps greater importance. 
If prevention is better than cure, and an 
onnce of tbe former worth more than a 
pound of the latter, then we are wrong in 
our practice, even though our system cured 
the morally sick. Is it right in the State to 
look quietly on while the circumstances of 
birth and environments are drawing young 
victims iuto the vortex of crime, anil then 
punish them for being there ? Public sen­ 
timent invariably says no, where it has tbe 
opportunity and the occasion of expression. 
Witness the spread and growth of child- 
saving institutions. 
No reform movement was ever received 
with more public favor, or spread with 
more rapidity through the world, than 
“ child-saving” in its now varied forms. 
Commencing in 1781 with tbe Sunday- 
school, intended originally for the vagrant 
and the vicious, it grew and spread until now 
no church is without its improved Sunday- 
school, and no city of any prominence in 
the civilized world is without its “ child 
saving,” offshoot of the original Sunday- 
school. These schools, or homes, or aids, 
are generally private, and the objection 
might be urged that they are dependent for 
pecuniary success on precarious private 
charity. The natural home is nature’s 
cradle; the provided home Is next best. 
All child homes purpose only to care for 
the child until it is provided a "family home 
in place of its lacking or unsuitable natural 
home. W hat shall be done with tbe child 
between leaving the natural and entering 
the provided home? 
It must either be 
cared for in a home kept up by private 
charity or one supported by the State, 
either uneared for or found in county poor- 
houses or elsewhere. Of all institutions for 
the care of dependent children, that of the 
Michigan State School is the most desira­ 
ble. in my judgment, to model after. Here 
all the dependent children of the State are 
cared for. They arc kept but about eleven 
months, on the average, costing only $140 
per annum per capita, aud in the aggregate 
only about $35,000 per annum. Two ideas 
are" prominently carried out here, one 
avoiding the tainting of character, and the 
other cultivating self-reliance in the chil­ 
dren. 
The incarceration period, while less im­ 
portant, perhaps, in results, is more diffi­ 
cult to understand ar,d more complicated 
and varied in manner of administration. 
While I found among penologists in the 
East a very great unanimity of sentiment 
on the important questions underlying the 
entire subject, yet 1 fuuiv 1 the systems of 
practically carrying out as varied almost as 
there are prisons in num ber; nearly all 
advocating the same result while traveling 
different roads to reach it. When I com­ 
menced the study of the subject, my first 
impression was punishment, with inci­ 
dental reformation, and my first ambition 
was to account for crime. Now the oppo­ 
site with regard to the former is my firm 
belief—reformation where possible and 
isolation where not, and all punishment 
incidental, just the same punishment in 
character that a physical patient suffers in 
taking bitter medicine, or having a de­ 
formed limb pressed into shape. 
The old Mosaic doctrine of an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth, although still 
entertained by many, should have passed 
away with tlieadventof Hint who reproved 
those who sought to condemn the lewd 
woman, by saying, " Let hint who is with­ 
out sin cast tlie first stone.” and who re­ 
formed and pardoned the thief upon the 
cross. 
. 
For some cause only to be guessed at, sin 
and crime are tuade attractive to the human 
family. “ We are prone to sin as the 
sparks are to fly upward.” We are created 
free agents, with good and evil both placet 1 
before us. One only pays while the other 
attracts. As we only deserve credit for 
that which we resist", perhaps nature has 
arranged an opportunity for our exercising 
the purifying virtue of self-denial. 
While "we by nature all incline to sin and 
crime, yet the same nature has given us a 
reproving conscience, ever active reproving 
wrong; under it3 influence the many re­ 
pent of offenses; repentance is reforma­ 
tion and they are saved to good citizenship 
without the world having the knowledge 
on which to base uncharitable cruelty, or 
the law getting hold of to confirm in crime. 
The blanket of secrecy has saved many to 
good citizenship. Detection makes many 
confirmed criminals. 
. 
The fact that crime is increasing ail 


along the line, means something. Ona.'bt 
we not to cut loose from old superstitions, 
put aside practices and theories, and study 
nature and natural laws? Human reasoii 
may err, but nature properly understood 
and followed is success. “ God never made 
a truth into which lie did not put a power 
to he conrted or to be feared.” There may 
be exceptions; but, as a rule, all men are 
criminal and all men have reproving con­ 
sciences, and all prisoners retain human 
natures. The muss seems to have started 
away back in the garden, between Adam 
and Eve, the snake and the devil. As we 
there find the nucleus of our trouble, so 
there may we find some of its cure. “ In 
the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread ” 
is contemporaneous with sin, meaning not 
only labor that produces "sweat,” but 
productive labor that produces bread. Try­ 
ing to avoid this labor law of nature makes 
criminals; exacting it is reformatory. 
No human principle is more exacting than 
that every member of society shall support 
himself and those dependent upon him. 
I have no sympathy with “self-sustaining,” 
in prison parlance, at the expense of 
reformation : but productive labor only is 
reformation, while unproductive treadmill 
labor is vindictive punishment, destructive 
in all respects. Everyman who enters a 
prison and can work in prison was a laborer 
before be was sent to prison, or be was a 
drone who lived off of other people. If he 
was the latter, he was the consumer of the 
products of free labor, and paid nothing 
for wbat lie used. When he supports him­ 
self he relieves free labor of so much tax 
as lie has laid upon it. That means relief 
to free labor. It any convict maintained 
himself before he went to prison and is 
made to do it in prison, he is no more 
competing with free labor than he was 
with other free labor before he got into 
prison. Shall a man who has assailed so­ 
ciety be made a guest of society in prison, 
and a tax upon other men ? 
All laws, human and divine State Prison 
laws, the unwritten law of society and re­ 
formation, demand productive labor must 
be exacted. This being a world of conflict, 
no labor can be exacted without a conflict. 
It only remains how this labor can be 
exacted with the least injustice. 
While asa rule I believe in reclamation, 
and that through productive labor and 
other natural treatment it might frequently, 
it not generally, be effected, I also believe 
in total depravity or incorrigibility. 
While I believe that many get into 
prison wrongfully who ought never to be 
there, vet I know there are those in, who 
never ought tobe out. Hope and fear, the 
feelings that enter into and animate our 
every day of free life, actuate tiiose of the 
prisoner also, and the law and practice 
which will appeal to those feelings in the 
strongest manner is the best. Under an 
indeterminate sentence of law this treat- 
nient can best be carried out. It helps the 
innocent and the deserving, and enables 
the detention of evil minds until either 
cured or declared incorrigible, when they 
should be isolated, put beyond the power 
of pardon or escape, or reproduction of 
their species. All deep thinkers, readers 
and writers in the East, whether or not 
they believe it practical asjzet to carry out, 
believe in the principle. Under it the cry­ 
ing evil of inequalities of sentences would 
be rectified. 
Should not the legislative department 
define crime, the judicial determine guilt, 
and the legislative, through a Board for 
that sole purpose, determine the time aud 
character of treatment? Under the opera­ 
tion of snch a law, the circumstances sur­ 
rounding the Judge at the time of trial 
and sentence, his physical, mental, moral 
and liquid condition at tüe time, is of less 
consequence. 
On this subject II. 11. Giles, of the Wis­ 
consin Board of Charities, says, in a 
communication in the Chicago Daily 
Mews: “ Judges are human, and their 
moods are variable.” In my opinion, 
the first step in prison reform is to abolish 
all time sentences and commit convicted 
criminals to the care of a Board of Man­ 
agers, or other State authority, who shall 
determine how long the safety of society 
requires the detention of the criminal. I 
can imagine nothing more reformatory 
than this with the criminal class. 
There 
is nothing in the way of such a change in 
our criminal laws as will bring about this 
reform, except a blind, timid conserva­ 
tism." 
The best interest of the prisoner is the 
best interest of the State. Without hope 
the prisoner is morally dead. Hope can 
only be fully built and kept up through in­ 
determinate sentences. “ I’ut everv pris­ 
oner's pardon in his own hands,” or the 
reverse if he so elects. 
There is as great a difference in the na­ 
ture and character of prisoners as that of 
persons in free life. It is horrible to wit­ 
ness all classes incarcerated in the same 
prison. The child of tender years with the 
old incorrigible; theinnocent therethrough 
m istake: the non-criminal through acci­ 
dent and circumstance, and the gentleman ! 
and the blackguard. No law of "God justi­ 
fies such a state of things—no law of man 
should permit it.
